treatm ent for hemophilia — the 
hereditary disease in which the 
blood w ill not < lot 
has been re­ 
ported by the Research Founda­ 
tion of Newark Beth Israel Hos­ 
pital, 
Hemophilia is inherited only by 
male children and it is passed to 
them through the mother. 
They are born w ith an import­ 
ant ingredient 
of 
their blood 
missing Because of this lack, the 
blood 
will 
not 
clot, 
and the 
slightest cut or scratch becomes 
a dangerous hemorrhage. 
Many hemophiliacs become in­ 
valids as they grow up, because 
repeated tiny 
hemorrhages 
in 
their limbs eventually result in 
the locking of their joints. 


And they grow up also with a 
psychological 
handicap. 
Their 
parents tend to be overprotective, 
never allowing them to run or 
play with other children for fear 


they will fall and cut themselves. 
"They grow up in glass boxes,” 
one doctor at Beth israel said. 
The 
Beth 
Israel 
treatm ent, 
which has been tested on a group 
of ll) hemophiliacs over the past 
three and a half years, is design­ 
ed to combat both the physical 
and . ychological effects of the 
disease. 


It is not a cure, the doctors 
emphasize, but it helps patients 
to lead 
useful, 
alm ost-normal 
lives. 
. 
A doctor, who d( * lined to be 
identified, explained it yesterday. 
He said scientists had traced 
what was lacking in the blood of 
a hemophiliac. It is a protein 
substance. They have previously 
isolated this protein from whole 
plasma and Injected It into the 
blood of hemophiliacs with some 
gi.i'd results. 


But in some cases, as reported 


in previous {tapers on the subject, 
the protein substance vet up a 
reaction in the patient* 
They 
became resistant to ti. Antibodies 
in their blood wert- created to

Bakery Prices . 
May Be Raised 


Washington <JPf — The govern­ 
ment said last night that house­ 
wives generally may have to pay 
more for bread, cakes and pies 
under a new regulation governing 
bakery ceiling prices. 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
(OPS) said the amount of price 
changes would vary across the 
country , depending on how much 
individual members of the five- 
billion-dollar-a-y ear bakery indus­ 
try have raised prices in the last 
couple of years. 
One official estimated the in­ 
creases would run from 
a penny 
for a loaf on bread or a dozen rolls 
to perhaps as much as five cents 
on more expensive cakes. 


Russia Insists 
On Germany’s 
Rearmament 


Paris, CP)—Russia Insisted yes­ 
terday that any German peace 
treaty must give a unified (Jer- 
many her owm Independent Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 
By reeffirming this basic pcant 
of difference, the 
Russians 
ap­ 
peared to have blasted any chance 
of an East-West agreement over 
the future of the divided former 
enemy. 


The Sov iet position—first pub­ 
lished March 10 in a dramatic re­ 
versal of old Communist argu­ 
ments against any German rearm­ 
ament—was reiterated in identical 
notes sent to the United States, 
Britain and France. 
Ruaiia also suggested the Big 
Four, 
not the United 
Nations, 
should decide whether all-German 
elections are feasible and stood by 
her guns on other points of her 
March 10 note calling for a unified 
Germany and for Big Four talks 
on a German peace treaty . 


The new Sov iet note, received 
in the Western capitals yesterday, 
replied to Western answers of 
March 25 that were cool but left 
the way open for a further ex­ 
change.

Downstream, the "Big Muddy” 
forced itself through 
dikes 
and 
swept over low farm land near 
South Sioux City, Neb. The big 
Sioux City, Iowa, stock y ards were 
expected to be flooded. Hundreds 
of farm families were forced out. 


A reading at Pierre showed the 
river was apparently holding at 
slightly more than 25 feet—some 
ten feet over the flood point. 
Led by Pierre May or-John Grif­ 
fin, sandbag crews were apparent­ 
ly winning a two-day struggle to 
keep the ttlt-filled floodwater from 
swamping the 
city ’s 
two-million 
dollar power plant. 
Normally between two and three 
blocks wide at the twin citlo.s of 
Pierre and Ft.

From every section of the land 
reports showed major steel com­ 
panies are gathering speed in ef­ 
forts to restore normal produc­ 
tion. Their steel is badly needed 
for defense and by the civilian 
steel-consuming factories. 
The steel shutdown was called 
off when the government seized 
the industry and the CIO United 
Steelworkers cancelled a scheduled 
Wednesday strike.

million tons of lost production, ac­ 
cording to an estimate by Iron 
Age, metal working trade journal. 
That’s roughly half of what steel 
output has been in recent weeks.

Washing^ton (JP) — Efforts 
to brinfr quick peace to the 
troubled steel situation failed 
last 
night 
as 
negotiations 
broke up without signs of 
progress after day -long talks. 
There was ev idence, how­ 
ev er, of less tension ov er the 
defense production situation 
as the gov ernment lifted its 
ban on steel .deliv eries. These 
were frozen before President 
Truman seized the industry 
Tuesday night and a threat­ 
ened strike was called off. 


None of the bitterness arou.-x, 
between the government and the 
steel ownero seemed to have dim­ 
inished. 
In court laywers for the 
steel Industry angrily accused the 
government of "stalliifg” as Fed­ 
eral attorney s succeeded In a nvove 
to delay a quick legal test of 
President Truman’s right to seize 
the mills. 
Government officials met with 
leaders of the steel industry and 
union representatives in an effort 
at a quick settlement of the is­ 
sues that brought on the
